DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on January 22 2008 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of Patent Number 6,704,301 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 40-44, 46-63, and 66-79 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 40,the most relevant prior art of record, Lee et al. (5,224,100), 
discloses receiving a broadcast beacon at a client; the client deriving information from 
the beacon, the information allowing the client to identify all other clients in a multi-hop 
path from the client to a server; further comprising the client; storing every beacon 
received. 

The instant invention discloses designating one path identified by one beacon as 
the optimal path; setting a default gateway as identified in the optimal path; and 
rebroadcasting only the beacon representing the optimal path. 

The above novel features in combination with all the recited limitations of claim 
40 are neither taught, suggested nor made obvious by Lee et al or any other prior art of 
record. Claims 41-48, and 53-63 are allowable based on their being dependent on claim 
40. 
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Regarding claim 49, the prior art of record, Lee et al. (5,224,100) discloses 
receiving a broadcast beacon at a client; the client deriving information from the beacon, 
the information allowing the client to identify all other clients in a multi-hop path from the 
client to a server. 

The instant invention discloses wherein the broadcast beacon includes a 
sequence number representing a current routing cycle. 

The above novel features in combination with all the recited limitations of claim 
49 are neither taught, suggested nor made obvious by Lee et al or any other prior art of 
record. Claims 50-52 are allowable based on their being dependent on claim 49. 

Regarding claim 66, the prior art of record, Lee et al. (5,224,100) discloses 
receiving a beacon from one of the server or another client, the client deriving 
information from the beacon, the information allowing the client to identify all other 
clients In a multi-hop path from the client to a server. 

The Instant invention discloses wherein the beacon includes a sequence number 
representing a current routing cycle; rebroadcasting one beacon received from an 
upstream node; and broadcasting a reverse beacon upstream, the reverse beacon 
being addressed to the known upstream node, the reverse beacon used by the server 
and each client to set up a routing table. 

The above novel features in combination with all the recited limitations of claim 
66 are neither taught, suggested nor made obvious by Lee et al or any other prior art of 
record. Claims 67-79 are allowable based on their being dependent on claim 66. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."

Elliot 6,456,599 discloses distribution of potential neighbor information through 
an ad hoc network. 

Busche 5,805,593 discloses a routing method for setting up a service between 
an origination node and a destination node in a connection-communications network.
